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PREFACE. 



Thb great object of Sabbath Bchool instruction, is so to present 
the truth' to the minds of those tau^t, that they shall feel its appli- 
cation to themaeives. 

These Questions attempt to aid the Teacher in accomplishing this 
otjeet. The dMi^ of the writer was not only to communicate 
knowledge, but to do it in such a manner as to excite the child to 
THINK. But besides this, there was the purpose of making sblf t^ 
sutileGt of reflection. To accomplish this, jier«ona/ questions haye 
been asked. Other questions haVe been so framed, as to introduce 
topics for couTersation. In all cases, reference has been had to the 
subject under consideration. Some eflbrt has been made to awaken 
and direct th^ mind of the teacheri as well as to enlighten and profit 
the scholar j fbr all must haye obsenred, that the teacher imparts 
his own mental state to the child he teaches. 

Every lesson has some important principle InTolTed. This is 
usually indicated near its close, and no pains should be spared in 
endeavoring to impress it on the child^s mind. In order to profit in 
the highest degree, the class must experience some pleasure in the 
examination of the lesson. To give this pleasure, the teacher must 
be fhmiliar with the lesson. With these questions, the lesson will 
require some etiufy, but demand more rffieetion. We have endeav 
ored, in framing these questions, to lead the mind of the teach- 
er fbrward in such a path, that objects might conj^tauitly present 
themselves to his eye, which would affbrd pleasing and forcible illus- 
trations of the truth taught. One Sabbath should neveb closb, 
before the leuton and queaiiont for the next haye been carefully 
BEAD. Your mind is then in a good state, and during the week you 
can gather illustrations from observation and experience. If you, 
whose minds are matured, demand them, in the instruction you re- 
ceive from the pulpit, how much more does the volatile mind of the 
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child require (blneas and aptnesi of iUuitratioii ? The portion of 
fScripture selected ii peculiarly ipiritual, and these questions are di- 
rected to the heart *, can you use them without much prayer f 

The Gospel of John was selected, because it -was supposed to haye 
received less attention than the others, and on account of its pecu- 
liar character. It presents the teachings of Jesus concerning him- 
self. It contains the strongest evidence, that **he spake as neyesr 
man spake." It is an inimitable portraiture of the character of him 
who " was with God in the beginning," but " was made flesh, and 
dwelt among us.** John presents us with what Jesus if, more than 
what he does. No one can properly prepare himself to teach the 
truths here presented, without being profited himself; and he may be 
cheered with the assurance, that the word shall accomplish good to 
those taught. 

Should it be found, that this volume answers the eKpectations (^ 
the friends of ^bbath Schools, another may be expected in due time, 
on the remaining portion of this Gospel and John's Epistles } and, 
should the series be continued, perhaps the Psalms and ProTerbs 
will be taken up at some Aiture time.

The work was undertaken with a deep convic- 
tion of the difficulty of performing it well ; the offering has been 
made to the firiends of Sabbath Schools, attended with fervent prayer 
that it may be accepted by him for whose sake it was undertaken, 
and, attended by his blessing, accomplish something for the advance- 
ment of the cause of truth and piety in this interesting department 
of Christian labor.
